BREAKING SUPPLY AT El 


Washington, D. C., March 29.—The nation,,faces ,the. 


nation-wide tie-up, due to go into effect at midnight Friday, 
with a coal reserve equal to the record-breaking^ supply on 
hand at the signing of the 'armistice. These figures explain 
why the Federal government is not viewing the threatened 
walk-out with alarm. Figures compiled reveal the fact that* 
the nation is in a "better condition than ever before to with? 
stand a coal stiike. The huge reserve is sufficient to supply 
the nation for fifty-two days if the present rate of consumption - 
is continued. The soft coal supply held by consumers oh March 
1st was 52,500,000 tons.

Following a visit to 
Clearfield 


County last week, when he was able 
to study conditions at first hand and 
when he conferred with the leading 
agriculturists and. bankers 
of the 


county, Secretary of Agriculture Fred 
Rasmussen 
prepared a statement 


dealing with the agriculture of the 
county and touched upon the thing| 
needed if the agriculture of the county 
is to progress. 


Secretary Rasmussen in the state- 


ment, endeavoring to point out that 
livestock is the backbone of the agri- 
culture of Cleanfielcl County and that 
therefore the development of he live- 
stock industry ,is the greatest prob- 
lem facing the farmers of the county. 


"Hay is the most valuable crop in 


Clearfield County", says the Secre- 
tary's statement." "Statistics show 
that.in 1921 there were 35,210 acres 
of hay in the county while the total 
acreage of wheat, corn, rye, oats, 
buckwheat and'barley was only 45,- 
876. The value of :last year's 
hay 


crop was $841,519 while the combined 
grain crops had a value of $1,006.- 
-525. 


"Cattle, and sheep have the ability 


to turn hay and grass into human food 
It is natural, therefore, to find that 
Clearfield County hks 12,865 head of 
cattle, of which 7,53^6 are dairy cows. 
There are approximately 2,000 sheep 
in the county. 


"There are less than three hogs to 


every farm in deal-field county. Th« 
pig. follows the corn belt. Many sec- 
t'ons of Clearfield county are not ad- 
apted for corn and what corn can 
be grown is :jised more economically 
in the silo as feed for cattle than in 
the use of the grain foi the commer- 
cial production of pork. 


"The 
most 
valuable asset 
of 


Clearfield county from an agricultur- 
al point of view, is the pasture, to- 
gether with the hay and forage crops 
combined with the livestock. Poor 
cows and poor livestock 
not 
only 


give you no profit on the money in-

_ "When small herds exist a rapid 
improvement in .the .livestock is sel- 
dom brought about except 
through 


bull associations or the co-operative 
ownership of bulls. Bull Associations 
are not in the experimental stage. 
]?or more than forty years such organ 
izations have been in operation 
in 


older dairy countries and have been 
•recognized as one of the principal 
factors in bringing about the high 
production of - thp cattle of Holland, 
Denmark, Switzerland 
and 
other 


countries. There are also many such 
organizations in the United 
States 


today. 


, ''One of the reasons for a slow pro- 
gress in the improvement of-cattle in 
iftany sections is the fact that to buy 
even- one or two purebred, females 
'and .also have ftbe use of a' purebred 
bull, requires ready money. Eurther- 
njore an investment in purebred cattle 
is a long time investment. In:the pur- 
cha^e of a purebred. bull to increase 
.the;" production per cow in the herd, 
it becomes three or four.years before 
the. off spring becomes a producer. Al- 
so where a man purchases one or two 
females with the ideavof developing 
a'/Harebred herd, it .takes several 
yeaw'before there will be any surplus 
stock for sale. There are many far- 
mets who have' considerable in the 
way/of. assets but little 
available 


casn. The fact that chattel mortgages 
arev-not legal in*, this state makes it 
difflicult for the farmer to gain tan- 
gible 'securities for bank 
loans. -A 


.great deal of money is loaned on the 
basts of .personal acquaintance, char- 
acter and industry. 


"Too many 'farmers think of the 


bank as a place to deposit 
money 


when there is a surplus but do not 
thjiik of the bank as a place to bor- 
row when, money is needed for perma 
rient business improvement. Every 


farmer should make a confidant of 
his banker in his business matters 
and together they may work out pro- 
blems that'appear very difficult. Re- 
cently in one section ,of this state, 
many thousand of dollars worth of 
worthless stock was sold to the far-' 
mers. If these farmers had qsfced the 
advwe of their local bankers it is safe 
to say that none of them would have 
made the investment.

on the whole life ,of the community 
of a progressive agriculture. Conse 
quently the farmer does not have tht 
faith in agriculture which spurs him 
on to seek the new business.
